Steve & Karl, 


I don't backpack much these days. Tramping through Hawn State Park for 
several hours and stopping to operate halfway along a primitive trail is 
about it. Otherwise, I pull up to a parking area and lurch over to the 
nearest picnic table with my radio gear and a snack! <g> 


But, I do enjoy running portable along the Katy Trail using an old 
lightweight ten-speed for transportation. It's a bike path (actually a 
state park) that runs from near St. Louis almost entirely across the state. 
The trail is a converted right-of-way (Missouri-Kansas-Texas Railroad) 
dating from the mid-1800's. It borders the Missouri River much of the way 
and offers a number of scenic stretches. Many of the old farm towns along 
the way now cater to the biking community. 


My current "trail radio" is a DSW-20 in a blank NC-20 case. I added a 
switched passband mod from N4LH and a GM4ZNX Bi-Directional Wattmeter from 
the St. Louis Tuner project. There is a 10-cell AA alkaline pack plus a 
back-up 9V battery inside the rig. 


The key is a St. Louis Paddle on a 36" cable assembly. I normally use a set 
of ear-buds but the rig also has a speaker installed. I'll probably adda 
St. Louis Audio Amp before the summer rolls around. Mainly so curious 
trail-side visitors can easily hear what I am hearing. The DSW-20 design is 
a plus in this regard since it will tune up into the phone sub-band. 


The antenna is either a St. Louis Vest Pocket Vertical or a St. Louis 
Quickie Vertical. I prefer the latter for the simplicity and quick 
set-up/breakdown feature of the design. The portable radial system is eight 
8th wave St. Louis Radials with all conductors cut to 8.5’. 


Either 11' antenna support breaks down into a 14" x 2" package. The 
accessories and rolled portable radials fit nicely in a small round 
Rubbermaid-type container. 


The rig, battery pack, paddles, ear buds and antenna slip into a 
lightweight backpack along with food and a canned beverage or two. I have 


not weighed the loaded pack but it certainly isn't a significant burden. 


The gear is ready to go here. Just waiting for one really nice day to get 
out there again.

An ice storm and two nights of 50 mph + winds took a serious toll on my old 
antenna. The snow finally melted on the roof so I could get up on there and 
replace the antenna. This was also inspired by my turn as the fox on 
Tuesday. 


I have used loops since 1994 and decided to chagnge to a dipole. There was 
no compelling reason other than to try something different. I put up a 44 ft 
dipole fed with 22 ft of 450 Ohm ladder line. This marks a departure from my 
use of good foam Radio Shack 300 Ohm twin lead for the last 3 years. The 450 
ladder line is easier to work with, easier to strip, generally easier to 
handle, and I believe that the 450 Ohm line will will last longer. 


The dipole is 44 ft long. I feel that this is the optimal length for a 40 M 
to 10 M antenna. The radiation is broadside to the antenna on all of these 
bands. The length, 44 ft, is about the shortest that will give good 
efficency at 40 M. 


An Emtech ladder graber is used for the center insulator. If you are using 
ladder line, this is a must. Emtech has them, as does Radio Paul. 


I fed the antenna with 22 feet of 450 Ohm feedline. From the end of the 
feedline I use a coiled coax balun to about 14 ft of RG-6 coax. This 
provides a low resistance feedpoint on 40 M, 20 M, 15M, 12 M, and 10 M. By 
low resistance I mean that the autotuner of the TS-850 can match it. It has 
a 3:1 SWR matching range (17 Ohms to 150 Ohms). 


I want to get in on the TMPS, so I want to use the antenna on 30 M. The 
antenna did not match well on 30 M. This was not surprising. 44 ft is a half 
wavelength on 30 M. The feedline length of 22 ft is a quarter wavelength on 


30 M and will transform the low impedance of the 44 ft half wavelength to a 
high impedance. I built another 22 ft length of transmission line that I can 
put into the circuit. This gives me 44 ft of transmission line at 10 MHz, or 
half a wavelength. A half wavelength transmission mirrors its input 
impedance at the output so it will provide a low impedance to the 
transmitter. I put this into the circuit with double bannana plugs, the kind 
used for 600 Ohn audio lines and built by Pomona. Radio Shack provides a 
cheap source of similar parts, but they are not as nice. Does anybody know 
of a good source of these connectors cheap? 


The antenna seems to work nice. The fox on Tuesday shall tell the tale. -

Jim: Your new antenna would appear to be a center fed zepp. There is an 
excellent article on this antenna in the February 1984 73 magazine with 
minimum lengths for different bands. This antenna can have an overall length 
of 54 feet (27 feet each leg) and still work very well on 40-10 meters. I 
installed this length antenna in 1984 and used it for about six years until I 
put up a tower and beam and worked dx even on 40 meters. If you add 10 more 
feet to each leg (54 feet each leg), this antenna will work quite well on 80 
meter band as well. I assume you are using a tuner with 4:1 balun for all 
bands (at least that is how I used it). Have fun with new antenna.

I Have found an old OLD copy of a antenna design that I don't completely 
understand and would appreciate any info that the group could provide. "OFF 
LIST PLEASE" 


The instructions say to ( This is for 40 meters) cut a 64 foot length of 
RG-8X coax and then start at the center of the length of coax. Remove 1" of 
outer jacket at center of length of coax and thn cut the shield at the center 
making a shield pig tale on each side of the 1" opening. DO NOT CUT ths 
center insulator or center wire of the coax.Now 16 feet 9 inches from center 
on each side of the llength of coax remove 1" of outer jacket and without 
cutting too much of the shield remove the center inslation of the coax and 
short the inner conductor to the shield. do this to both sides of center of 
cable. now from the shorts on each leg measure 14 feet 9 inches and cut and 
short the inner conductor to the shield of the coax. Now cut a 64 foot 7 
ionch length of the same RG-8X cable and attach to center shield pig tales 
at the center of the first length of coax you prepaired.. 


I know the antenna can be used as an inverted V or a dipole and it works 
well.

In practical terms, the transformation is usually negligible, but a transformation 
does occur. And it can have a definite impact upon the amount of r.f. that 

the rig will deliver into the short piece of coax. That was the point of the 
comment about the low-pass filter swamping. 


The first I noticed this was back when I put an external wattmeter in the 
line from my Argo 505 to the tuner and noted that the two meters never 
agreed. That is, either one or the other was at 1:1 or 1.05-1.1 or more :1. 
The same results obtain as described with two LED bridges. 


As far as the impact upon output, I did some fooling around with the 

QRP+. With the c.w. drive adjusted for an output into a dummy load of 

3w. thru a 6" piece of coax, I then switched to the tuner/ant load thru 

a 3-ft piece of coax. Tweaking the tuner would produce up to 4.8w 

output. The LED bridge "lites off" adjustment at the QRP+ output never 
occurred (no tables of readings here -- just random test) at the 1:1 reading 
on the SWR bridge at the end of the 3-ft piece of coax. 


The calcs and measurements coincide. A standard "green thumb" approach 
to adjusting a non-adjustable low-pass filter is spreading or compressing the 
turns. All this does is change the L/C ratios and hence the impedance 


transformation occurring in the filter sections. Or, other articles about 
optimizing lowpass filters jiggle turns and capacitor sizes to achieve 
the maximum efficiency or output and purity, or all three. 


The quite small impedance transformations shown in my figures do the 
same thing -- analogous to adding some capcitance in parallel or inductance 
in series to the second half of the lowpass filter. 


The original posting called the phenomenon something like "RE: Odd 
Problem." It's not really all that odd. 


Whether the impedance transformation does affect a given rig and piece of 
coax to a tuner can only be found out experimentally. I suggested one 

method -- two LED SWR indicators. Two SWR bridges work the same. To 

verify results, switch the two units (either kind), and see if the difference 
is due to the instruments rather than the transformation. If they're the same, 
the results should be the same.

Hi Rod - 


I couldn't find the spec's either but OHR used a 4013 in both the 80M 
Explorer and the 40M Sprint. I put a transistor socket in my NC-40A so I 
could try different PA's (I got some 4013's from Dan's a while back) and 
found that it was comparable to the 2SC799 and 2N3553. The 2N5321 and 
2N5320 also worked well on 40M with the 2N5321 being maybe .1W hotter. 


All five of the transistors I just mentioned gave from 1.8W to 2.0W out in 
the NC-40A. The 2N5320 and 2N5321 (both available from Mouser for under 
$1.00) seem to work best at 40M and below and I've heard that the 4013 
preferred the lower frequencies also but I haven't tried it above 40M so I 
can't comment on this from experience.

My yaesu FT-817 came in Friday, a quick trip from Texas, in good shape and 
I am well pleased after learning about the sweet little QRP rig all 
weekend. Is it the best QRP rig on the market today? I don't think anyone 
can claim best rig unless they have owned and used all the comparable rigs 
.like another member said, it is an individual choice. One thing about 
the FT-817 that does impress me greatly is it's physical size, it is tiny 
for an all band, all mode rig. I made a size comparison with the K-2 which 
is shown on http://home.hiwaay.net/~prm/k2VS817.jpg. The K-2 front panel is 


2.9 in x 7.8 in compared to the much smaller FT-817 front panel which is 
1.5 in x 5.1 in with the volume restriction backpackers face this compact 
size scores big. 


Someone bemoaned the 817 would not receive weather broadcast, but it does 
receive the aviation band and many local airport stations broadcast the 
weather forecast also the 817 operates XMIT and RCV on 2 meters very well 
and in a weather emergency skywarn up-to-the-minute weather reports cover 
the 2 meter band. 


I built a desk stand to put the Ft-817 in good operating position on my 
desktop and wired up a cable with built in transistor switching to connect 
my laptop to the data port on the back of the 817. I had several great 
PSK-31 QSO's with the little rig with the same old, "I'm amazed you are 
only running two watts" statements from the non-QRP ops.. I had one guy who 
wanted to drop his power after seeing my 2 watt signal on 80 meters . He 
cut his power in half, but was still running 15 watts . . I think some ops 
feel like they are going without their britches when they get down into the 
QRP range.

Folks, 
Need some help debugging a rig. 


First a definition. I've come to believe that "whoop" and "chirp" are 
synonymous. True/false? 


I arrived at this notion after reading various articles on the ARRL 
web site. And some material in the ARRL handbook. Even through there 
might be audible differences, a chirping vs whooping sound, I believe 
they are caused by the same problem, slight variations in supply 
voltage to the OSC circuit. 


One cure is to isolate the OSC from Antenna loading, ALA TT-2 and it's 
2 stage design. And, that's the question: Why do/did some of the 
NJQRP TT-2s chirp/whoop? Even when supplied with a good stiff supply 
like a 30amp Astron switcher, or 33AHr Gel Cell. (my personal 
pragmatic definition of "stiff ;-) Jake, N4UY mentioned his TT-2 
"chirped" and used a 2N3906 "switch" to key his rig. Jake was your 
"chirp" more of a "Whooping" sound or "Chirping" sound? 


My theory is that it has something to do with the mechanical contacts 
of the Key used, and the sudden in-rush of current charging the 25uF 
cap. Surely the key is going to have "some" contact resistance, so the 
RC time-constant of these two items _may_ account for it. 


I wonder too if the circuit as a whole has just enough Rise time 
characteristic to account for the "Chirp": 


t1: power is applied 
t2: OSC Vcc is at some voltage V1 and the OSC starts at some freq. F1 


t3: Vcc settles at some value V2, where V2-V1 is some small amount, 
and OSC settles to a new freq F2. 


If this is what is happening, why then did the 2n3906 switch fix it? I 
think the answer here is contact bounce. Most switches, in this case a 
Morse Key, bounce a bit. Is this a problem with Morse Keys? Can't find 
any references in what I've read so far. If so the 2N3906 will add 
some key signal shaping and likely affect the "Chirp". 


Lot's of assumptions here, ready for critical scientific review by the

Whoop vs Chirp. Well I think it mostly depends on your definitions. 
There is very little that is mysterious about chirp. It is defined as a 
frequency shift while keying. A whoop may be related to a slow starting 
oscillator. 


Many cures have been postulated and implemented through the years. 
Oscillators are made to run continuously whenever the transmitter is 
turned on. This will cure about 100% of all the problems. Only a good 
keying circuit that ensures the final is shut of way beyond cutoff will 
ensure that no oscillator energy gets out. 


Most radios built in the past 30 years use CLass A or B or AB finals. 
these are harder to cutoff than a Class C final, and that may be some of 
the problem. Adding a transistor switch only ensures a clean make or 
break of the keying circuit and allows some adjustment of the keying 
wave form. It will cure a whoop, but not a chirp!

Here is a 3D CAD model of the stand I through together for my 817, someone 
might find it useful.

The CAD picture shows two views of the stand. I used 1/4" thick plywood. 
The stand is a bit wider than the 817 and the length is some longer so that 
when the back of the rig rests against the two 3/16" dia dowels at the rear 
of the stand, the front panel of the radio just hangs over the front of the 
stand. I positioned the dowels to miss parts on the rear of the rig. The 
rear top of the stand is about an inch off the bottom surfaces to allow 
room for cables going to the rear of the 817. the angle of the top can be 
made to suit you but I found that 45 degrees pointed the face of the unit 
toward my face. I also got some sticky backed thin foam rubber at Walmart's 
craft department to cushion both surfaces as shown to keep the radio fro 
sliding around and to protect from scratches. The top of the base piece is 
just right to hold my portable CW paddle and works quite well for that. 

You could put low feet on the stand to help in not maring your desk top. 
The construction was done after sanding and smoothing all parts, with wood 
glue and small nails. It took about an hour to make. Notice the brace 
pieces at the back on each side, they are required to give the stand plenty 
of rigidity. 


An improvement would be to make the stand adjustible in angle, but I was 
too lasy to do that.

Annealing is done by coating the aluminum with lampblack (usually using a 
candle or a torch with a fuel-rich flame). Then use a torch to heat the 


area until the black just disappears. This is really close to the 
900-some odd annealing temperature. 


>5000-series aluminums such as 5052 are strong 
>yet bendable. 1100-series aluminums such as 1100H14 are a good 


>alternative with better thermal conductivity and somewhat less strength 


>than 5052. The 6000-series materials contain a few percent silicon.

The "4013" transistor available from Dan's and other sources is a "house 
marked" device manufactured for the E.F. Johnson Co. and used in their 
two-way radio products of yesteryear. The EFJ part number is 
576-0004-013. EFJ abbreviated the part numbers stamped on their 
transistors by printing only the last 4 digits, hence 4013. Looking in 
an old EFJ price list revealed that the transistor is a "27 MHz, 3 Watt" 
device so maybe it was only used in CBs, probably as a driver. I do have 
more detailed spec's. (Ft, Hfe, Diss., IC, etc.) for this device

The chirp that my TT2 had was a slight change in the transmit frequency as 
the key was closed -- guess it could have been a whoop. It seemed as though 
the freq changed as the positive voltage was applied to the rig -- as the 
key was more firmly closed, the voltage increased and the freq increased 
(I'm just guessing here, that's just what it seemed like). Sounds like your 
theory that the chirp is caused by slight variations in supply voltage to 
the circuit. 


My understanding of the 2N3906 switch is that it provides almost instant 
application of the V+. It worked well -- my chirp/whoop was gone. BTW, my 
TT2 was scratch-built, manhattan-style. I don't think this caused me to 
have a unique chirp problem -- I've QSOed with other TT2 who had the same 
chirp and fixed it with the 2N3906.

Folks, 
Need some help debugging a rig. 


First a definition. I've come to believe that "whoop" and "chirp" are 
synonymous. True/false? 


I arrived at this notion after reading various articles on the ARRL 
web site. And some material in the ARRL handbook. Even through there 
might be audible differences, a chirping vs whooping sound, I believe 
they are caused by the same problem, slight variations in supply 
voltage to the OSC circuit. 


One cure is to isolate the OSC from Antenna loading, ALA TT-2 and it's 
2 stage design. And, that's the question: Why do/did some of the 
NJQRP TT-2s chirp/whoop? Even when supplied with a good stiff supply 
like a 30amp Astron switcher, or 33AHr Gel Cell. (my personal 
pragmatic definition of "stiff ;-) Jake, N4UY mentioned his TT-2 
"chirped" and used a 2N3906 "switch" to key his rig. Jake was your 
"chirp" more of a "Whooping" sound or "Chirping" sound? 


My theory is that it has something to do with the mechanical contacts 
of the Key used, and the sudden in-rush of current charging the 25uF 
cap. Surely the key is going to have "some" contact resistance, so the 
RC time-constant of these two items _may_ account for it. 


I wonder too if the circuit as a whole has just enough Rise time 
characteristic to account for the "Chirp": 


t1: power is applied 
t2: OSC Vcc is at some voltage V1 and the OSC starts at some freq. F1 


t3: Vcc settles at some value V2, where V2-V1 is some small amount, 
and OSC settles to a new freq F2. 


If this is what is happening, why then did the 2n3906 switch fix it? I 
think the answer here is contact bounce. Most switches, in this case a 
Morse Key, bounce a bit. Is this a problem with Morse Keys? Can't find 
any references in what I've read so far. If so the 2N3906 will add 
some key signal shaping and likely affect the "Chirp". 


Lot's of assumptions here, ready for critical scientific review by the 
QRP brain trust. ;-) 


Oh yeah, I know I could "just try it". But I thought the analysis 
phase might be interesting, and then do the empirical work "in the 
lab" for confirmation.

Good Afternoon! 


It's been some interesting reading regarding operating mobile CW. 


it from time to time here in Southern CA. This is how I do it safely: 


1. Get proficient enough to copy CW in your head. This will take some 
practice, but after awhile it will become second nature. The same as 
listening to you favorite CD while driving. Nothing different there. 


2. Only operate CW mobile where you can safely set the cruise control. 


I do 


3. Stay in the slow lane. I prefer to stay behind a semi! Now, before 
people think I'm nuts, here's why. Stay far enough behind the rig to see 
BOTH mirrors!! This distance is crucial!! Almost ANY vehicle on the road 
has a MUCH short stopping distance than a fully laden 40 ton truck. If 
he goes into a panic stop, you'll have plenty of distance to stop, or 
pull off the side of the road. If he misjudges his stopping distance, 
s/he'll clear a path for you!! :) 


4. Never operate CW in stop and go traffic, rain, earthquakes, riots, 
drive by shootings, etc. 


5. Feel free to operate CW right next to the teenager who has to have 
their stereo cranked up so loud, the bass rattles the fillings out of 
your teeth. Those high power audio amps are so poorly shielded, a 100 
watt class HF rig does wonders. The kid won't know what's bothering his 
equipment, but will be forced to turn it down. Since they are Part 15 
devices, oh well!! 


6. I use a clip board for logging only the basic information. Callsign, 
time, freq. The rest of the stuff I can lookup online at home. Use a 
pen, not a pencil. Lead breaks too easy. Or use a tape recorder - the 
dictation kind if you must. Don't worry about being neat, just get the 
info down. 


7. Make sure the cord to your key is long enough to reach the passenger 
floor, but out of your way while driving. I use a converted two button 
mouse as my 'paddles' and a few times I've tossed it, it has survived 
just fine. Still works after the harmonics have stepped on it as well. 


8. Use a memory keyer. I use a TiCK4 and love it. Put your CQ in the 
first memory and the usual name/qth in the second. 


9. Notify the person you are in QSO with that you are running mobile!! 
Let them know that there may be breaks in sending or returning to the 
QSO in case traffic changes. I've never had anyone complain that I took 
two minutes to get back to them...
